"Reshaped human antibodies may also be used according to the invention. These 
are prepared by using the complementary determinant region of a mouse or other non-human 
mammalian animal antibody to replace the complementary determinant region of a human 
antibody, and conventional gene recombination methods therefore are well-known. One of 
the known methods may be used to obtain a reshaped human antibody which is useful 
according to the invention. A preferred example of such a reshaped human antibody is hPM- 
1 (see Intl. Unexamined Patent Application No. W092-19759), which includes a humanized 

PM-1 antibody that comprises:
